Proposes to Destroy Spanish Ships by 
Dropping Explosives From Balloons. 
Jacob it. Pbillippi of Reading, Pa., 
an aeronaut, who was a pupil of Wash­ 
ington Donaldson, who perished in 
Lake Michigan, has a scheme in case of 
war which he thinks would bring great 
destruction to Spanish ships and towns. 
The aeronaut’s scheme is to build sev­ 
eral large gas balloons and to be assign­ 
ed to a point where a fierce battle ia 
raging, either on land or sea. Should it 
be on water, he would attach a boat to 
the concentrating hoop of the balloon 
and fill it with powerful explosives, 
chiefly dynamite bombs. 
Then at night, when the enemy was 
in ignorance of bis movements, be and 
an assistant would descend. 
A rope 
would be attached to the balloon so that 
those on board could keep it at a certain 
point, say about two miles high. Phil- 
lippi would then wait his opportunity 
and dash the explosives on the ship. He 
could tell by the aid of a glass exactly 
where to throw them. Depending below 
the boat would be a string of explosives, 
which he would cut loose and drop at 
intervals. 
Mr. Phillippi’s object in having a 
boat instead of the customary basket 
would be to save himself should bis bal­ 
loon sink. His operations in a land bat­ 
tle w’onld be similar. He has submitted 
his plan to several war experts, and 
they think that it woald be feasible. He 
says that he could make the balloon in 
a week’s time.—New York World.
